MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  MD  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1948  on  the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Aylesbury 
Rural  District,  The  details  of  inspections  and  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  have  been  summarised  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  A.  E.  Shaw, 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  district  has 
remoaned  good  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  case  of 
Diphtheria  was  notified,  from  the  area  throughout  the  year.  The 
large  number  of  Measles  cases  - 297  ~ as  compared  mth  55  the 
previous  year  was  a cyclical  variation  and  noted  generally  in 
England  and  Wales.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Whooping  Gough  cases  notified.  Protective  immunisation  of  infants 
against  this  disease  is  novi^  offered  at  all  the  Welfare  Centres  in 
the  District,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  the  same 
satisfactory  result  may  be  shown  as  in  Diphtheria  protection. 

There  v/ere  two  cases  of  Oerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  notified 
and  one  child  aged  tv/o  years  died  from  the  disease. 

The  case  of  Aiterior  Poliomyelitis  was  of  a mild  type  and 
recovered  v/ithout  complications. 

There  was  a less  number  of  dysentery  cases  notified  than 
last  year.  The  eleven  cases  were  of  the  bacillary  type  and  all 
ocurred  at  St,  John’s  Mental  Hospital, 

No  Typhoid  or  Para~Typhoid  ocurred  during  the  year  and 
there  v/as  not  case  of  food  poisoning  notified. 

I have  pleasure  Mr.  Cho.irman  and  Councillors  in  thanlcing 
you  for  your  helpful  co-operation  during  the  year. 


All  the  members  of  the  sto.fi  have  v/orked  satisfactorily  to 
mo.intain  and  -promote  improved  sanitation  over  the  whole  District,

I have  the  honoiu?  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1948  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  branch  of  the  Department. 

Public  Cleansing, 

The  three  refuse  collecting  vehicles  were  fully  engaged  and 
in  Y±ew  of  the  prospect  of  a reduction  in  the  mens  weekly  working 
hours,  and  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  a more  frequent 
collection  service  an  additional  vehicle  v/as  ordered,  delivery  of 
this  being  promised  by  the  Makers  in  June/ July,  1949. 

The  shortage  of  suitable  labour  personal  continues  to  make 
it  difficult  to  ensure  a fully  efficient  service  at  all  times. 

Cesspool  Emptier s. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

The  continued  installation  of  improved  sanitation  throughout 
the  district  including  the  sparsely  populated  parts  called  for  an 
extension  of  this  branch  of  the  service  and  in  addition  there  was 
also  a demond  for  the  emptying  of  pails  in  yet  more  Parishes. 

Increased  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  worlonen 
willing  to  undertake  this  class  of  work  despite  the  increase  in 
wages  offered  as  an  inducement,  .-^nd  when  the  new  Cesspool  Emptier 
with  the  subsidiary  tank  for  the  work  of  emptying  pails,  nov;  on 
order,  is  delivered  it  is  not  certain  that  this  service  can  be 
readily  extended  to  all  the  Parishes  where  required. 

The  disposal  of  the  increasing  volume  of  cesspool  sewage 
has  given  cause  for  concern  as  the  few  available  sites  owned  by 
the  Council  are  inadequo.te  for  disposal  of  the  total  volume  of 
sewage  collected  by  the  machines,  it  being  evident  that  it  was 
becoming  less  convenient  to  farmers  to  allow  the  sev/age  to  be 
discharged  on  to  their  farmlands. 
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These  changing  circumstances  make  the  question  of  proceeding 
with  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  increasingly  more  urgent., 

Salvage « 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  paper  and  other 
materials  amounted  to  £153*  18.  6d, 

Refuse  Di,sposal. 

All  refuse  collected  is  deposited  on  either  one  site  owned 
hy  the  Council  or  the  one  held  under  lease. 

At  the  latter  in  addition  to  the  usual  '’controlled  tipping” 
methods  of  disposal,  continual  precautions  were  talcen  to  prevent 
nuisance  arising  from  flies  and  otherinsects.  These  sites  also 
receive  regular  treatment  to  prevent  rodent  infestation. 

Sev/age  Disposal  Works, 

With  the  exception  of  the  works  at  "Whitchurch  the  effluent 
from  the  other  seven  disposal  works  generally  satisfied  the  require- 
ments of  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

At  the  Whitchurch  works  a satisfactory  sedimentation  tank 
effluent  ha.s  been  attained  hy  the  insta^llation  of  a Chlorination 
Plant  and  further  experimental  v/ork  is  being  continued  in  collabor- 
ation Y/ith  the  Thames  Conservancy  Area  Inspector  to  ensure  a satis- 
factory final  effluent  from  the  filters. 

Sewerage  Schemes  - Housing  Sites. 

Schemes  v/ere  designed  and  detail  drcv/ings  prepared  to  provide 
for  the  drainage  of  .small  groups  of  Council  Houses  in  the  Parishes  of 
Chilton,  Oakley  and  Kingsv/ood. 

A gravity  scheme  Y/as  practicable  in  the  first  named  Parish, 
automatically  operated  electric  pumping  plants  being  necessary  at  the 
other  tY/o  sites. 

Maintenance  work  at  the  completed  ploni  s has  received  periodic 

supervision. 

Sewer  Extensions, 

Dinton. 

An  extension  of  621  yards  Yfas  constructed  to  provide  for  the 

drainage  of  ten  neY/  Co'’oncil  Houses  at  Westlington,  Dinton,  the  old

The  resulting  increo,sed  volume  of  seY/ago  floY/ing  to  the  old 
tanks  in  Station  Road  however  added  to  the  problem  of  disposal  and  as 
it  is  not  practicable  to  effect  ccny  improvement  to  the  tank  arrangemant 
mentioned,  the  Council  decided  to  proceed  Y/ith  the  proposed  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  Parish.
